With not less than 15,000 dressmakers in 
the city of Chicago alone, and with a total for 
the United States at the time of the last 
census of 338,144, it ig evident at once that 
the business of making clothes for women is 
one of the principal lines of work in a 
women are employed. 

As a matter of course, the niceties and in- 
tricacies of women’s Gress can be under- 
stood only by women. There are men, like 
Worth and Paquin, who have made a pot of 
money in introducing tailor ideas into the 
architecture of women's dress. The great 


women, and it will probably continue to be 
#0 done. 

More than that, there Is no other occupa- 
tion in which the proportion of women is so 


they do it to the exclusion of men. There 
are, in fact, only two occupations, those of 
domestic servant and of agricultural laborer, 
in which more women are employed than in 
the work of dressmaking. 

In the proportion of women engaged in it 
as compared with the men, it ranks first of 
all Unes of labor. It seems to be quite true 
that in the country the ideal employment 
for the woman is the ownership and man- 
agement of a farm or market garden, while 


independent and at the same time enjoy the 
comforts of her own home by dresemaking 
than in any other line of work. 


Wages Are None Too High. 

It is, of course, entirely impossible to make 
any estimate as to the earning capacity of a 
‘dressmaker. The great bulk ot them are em- 
ployed by others on weekly wages. Those 
who work for themselves do their work on @ 
sliding scale of charges, which is impossible 
to. tabulate. I have been told that dress- 
makers’ girls go to work tc learn the business 
without wages. 

About the time a girl might be employed 
in a shop she can, if she is skillful with her 
neédle, earn not less than $5 a week. From 


establishment $15 per week is frequent- 


The cost of a dress 8 goes first 
The sewing woman, or 


to the kind of work she is competent to do. 
She may do most of the sewing upon a gown 
costing $200 which she will really turn out in 
a few days and yet ashe will be paid not to ex- 
ceed $10 per week, because her work is of the 
humdrum routine variety. These women are 
properly described as seamstresses and not 
as dressmakers. The latter classification 
really should include only those who are 


patrons. 
Dressmakers Scarce in South. 


It is curious to see to how great an extent |. 


the culture of a community may be indexed 
by the number of dressmakers it can support. 
They furnish a pretty good thermometer as 
to the fashion of acity or à country. It is not 
wholly surprising, therefore, to discover that 
there are more dressmakers in the east than 
in the west, and that there gre far more in the 
and northwest than in the south. 

This is evidently due to the unequal distri- 
bution of the wealth of the country. The 
poorer woman is qpite apt to cut out and 
make her own gowss,.at least in part. Asa 
woman becomes wealthy the art of dressmak- 
ing is absolutely lost to her. She spends a 
good deal of time in selecting materials and 
in discussing styles, but even though she has 
but a moderate inceme she seldom considers 
it incumbent pag her to make her own 
clothes. 

Many women in noderate circumstances 40 
their own housekseping and entail upon 
themselves an infirite amount of harassing 


‘to do real dressmaking. Women are forever 
sewing on odds an} ends, and yet even the 
poorer classes are apt to depend on another 
woman to do the ral making of a dress. 


Most Are ative Americans. 

It is a result ot this condition of affairs 
that more than a tiird of a million of women 
were actually clasdfied by the census offiters 
as dressmakers. Furthermore, a large per- 
centage of these wanen, amounting to a great 
deal more than a hilf, were native Americans 
of native ancestry and only one in seven was 
of foreign birth. 

This is more pedliar because, as a matter 
of fact, at may ot the Buropean women 
who come to this ountry as immigrants take 
up dressmaking aid pursue it as a fine art. 
This is particularl} true of the French work- 
ing women: Abou 13 per cent of them were 
reported to be engiged in the work of making 
dresses. 

Among other Eropean nationalities there 
is a correspondingiigh ratio, and it has been 
discovered by offical inquiry that this is due 
to the fact that fe years the art of dress- 
making has been taght in the public schools 
of all the countriesof western Europe. 


Dressmakes Do Not Marry. 

One of the remakable things developed in 
regard to the wo of dressmaking as car- 
ried on by womens the fact that about seven 
out of ten of theworkers were single. The 


occupation ia now®eable first of all because 
dress making is de of the few lines of work 
which can be pusued at home as well after 
marriage as befre., It is, in fact, in a great 
many cases thesole support of those mar- 
ried women Where compelled to rely upon 
their own effors for the support of their 
‘families. 

At the same ime it has been discovered 
dy patient invedgation that there are fewer 
really young wmen among the rapks of the 
dresamakers thn in most other avenues of 
female employient. They stick at their 
work longer, d whether it is that dress- 
making is mor profitable or secludes them

Arouses Prof. Stetson. 


JURORS MUST KEEP OATHS. 


Defense of Judge Loving of Virginia

Anarchy throughout the country shortly 
is to follow in the wake of the present epl- 
demic in pleading the unwritten law; the 
destruction of the judicial system is at hand; 
justice is being smiled at, and the country’s 
foundation pillars are in danger of collapse, 
according to Prof. Herbert Lee Stetson, for 
many years a prominent divine and now a 
member of the faculty of Kalamazoo college, 

Prof. Stetson, who spoke his views on the 
evils resulting from the so-called higher ° 
law to students of the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday, has great fears for the 
preservation of the republic. He pointed out 
the evils resulting from the Thaw trial and 
the more recent trial of Judge Loving in 
Virginia. j

‘CASH TO BURN’ IN TREASURY 


Following $173,000 Loss, Bun- 
dle of Money Found in Waste. 


“NEW SYSTEM” TEST FAILS, 


Carelessness Discovered When Schuett- 
ler Sees “Perfect” Arrangement. 


Despite the much vaunted system that 
has been put in use at the Chicago subtreas- 
ury to guard against a second edition of 
the robbery of $173,000, which never has been 
solved, the treasury officials at Washington 
still are finding the institution to be a terror 
by night ana an object of fear by day. 

According to information that leaked out 
yesterday from carefully guarded sources, 
a recent occurrence at Uncle Sam's branch 
bank has given good grounds for the belief 
that another lose of money might occur just 
as mysteriously as did the loss of $178,000. 

Bantz Makes an Inspection. 

Assistant United States Treasurer Gideon 
C. Bantz, who spent a considerable time in 
trying to solve the big theft, showed up in 
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In a premature celebration by several 
boys at Myrtle and Ashiand streets in the 
morning a lively blaze in a hay wagon was 
started. The wagon was driven by C. J. Hip- 
ner, 1772 West Division street. One of the 
boys threw a lighted cannon cracker on the 
wagon and it exploded, setting fire to the hay. 
Persons who noticed the blaze informd Hip- 
ner and assisted in extinguishing the flames, 
but not until the two horses were badly 
burned. 
Fire Destroys a Factory. 

Fire which the police attribute to the dis- 
charge of fireworks, destroyed the plant of 
the’ Smith Woodworking company, 5332 to 
6840 Armour avenue, causing a loss estimated 
at $20,000. Smoldering paper or lightea punk 
dropped in a ile of shavings at 6 o'clock in 
the evening started the blaze. 

Before the fire was extinguished Capt. 
Michael Cody was overcome by smoke and 
had to be carried to a neighboring drug store 
where he was revived. Policeman Fetty- 
ment while engaged in keeping the crowd 
away from the burning building was struck 
in the back by a stream from a hose and 
was hurled against a tree and severely 
bruised. 

A package of freworks stored away in a 
bureau drawer in the home of A. P. Mo- 
Guire, 6057 Ellis avenue, ignited from spon- 
taneous combustion and set fire to the house, 
causing a small loss. 


Stock of Fireworks Touched Of. 
Sky rockets, Roman candies, and firecrack- 
ers burst from the broken windows of the 
store of P. R. Ezra, 106 and 108 Nineteenth 
avenue, Melrose Park, which caught fire late 
in the afternoon.

If 
the jury plays fast and loose with the law 
laid down by the legislatures and interpreted | 
by the court, the administration of the law 
is greatly weakened. This brings a decay 
of the respect for the courts. 

„People are smiling at the farces acted 
too often in court. The old reverence for the 
jury system is being destroyed, while the 
administration of criminal law falls under 
suspicion. This condition leads to anar- 
chy. There is no safety for any one if the 
unwritten law can be substituted for the 
written law. 

“Tt is probably true that the story the 
Virginia girl told her father was false, but 
the court refused to allow the fact that the 
story might not have been true to be in- 
troduced. In so ruling the court ruled cor- 
rectly under the law. Whether or not a 
crime was committed, if the story is told 
and the person to whom it fg told accepts 
it, he is not punished.

Apprehension of a strike of the telegraph 
operators was relieved last night by the 
declaration of President Clowry that the 
Weatern Union wes still willing to arbitrate 
all disputes with its employés.

Chicago Expects Arbitration. 

The statement which led to the optimistic | 

feeling among the Chicago men was a mes- 
sage to General Superintendent Cook from 
President Clowry, who stated the company’s 
position as follows: 
“There is no truth in the rumors being 
circulated throughout the country that the 
Western Union has receded from the position 
taken in my letter to Charles P. Neill, com- 
missioner of labor. I had another meeting 
with Commissioner Neill last Monday after- 
noon and assured him that, notwithstanding 
the unwarranted action in calling a strike at 
San Francisco, the company would carry out 
the conditions set forth in that statement in 
good faith.’’ 

In hig letter to Mr. Neill, which was ac- 
cepted by the executive board of the union 
in New York asa basis of settlement, Pres- 
ident Clowry agreed to adjust all worthy 
grievances of employés through arbitration. 
It was after this that President Small of the 
union called the San Francisco strike, thus 
terminating peace negotiations. 


Will Not Reinstate Main. 


Local union leaders said that the only ob- 
stacle to their acceptance of the new proposal 
of the company was the fact that Operator 
Main had been discharged from the Chicago 
office last Friday without a hearing. They 
pointed to the refusal of the Western Union 
officials to grant an audience to a committee 
ef employés selected to plead Main’s case. 
We don’t know whether President Clowry 
is in earnest or not,” said Chairman Moore 
of the local executive board. 

In this connection, Supt. Cook, who re- 
fused to meet the committee in regard to 
the discharge of Operator Main, said that 
the matter cannot be taken up again. He 
said the conduct of the discharged man had 
been such as to warrant his removal under 
All circumstances. Mr. Cook explained, how- 
ever, that he had refused to receive the com- 
mittee because it was appointed by the union 
and not by the discharged operator. 

“The Western Union company. will recog- 
nize a committee of its employés, but not 
one of the union brand,“ said Mr. Cook 

Meanwhile; the operators began a search 
for a camp Site on the Michigan shore, where 
the strikers will be quartered in the event 
of trouble. It was said the camp may be 
pitched at Hamlin lake, near Ludington, 
Mich. Several telegraph operators are said 
to own property there, which would accom- 
modate 1,000 strikers. A committee now is 
at work endeavoring to ascertain how much 
it will cost to maintain each man in the

FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Elgin, III., Lawyer Passes Away at 
388 State Street—Had Complained, 

t Feeling Ill—Complication of 
Diseases Brings End to Life of 
Graduate of Heidelberg University 
—Began Practice of Law in 1883— 
Elected to Bench in 1903. 


8 Judge John L. Healy of Elgin was 
found dead in bed in a room attached to a 
bathhouse at 338 State street yesterday: 


morning. Mr. Healy went to the place late. 


Tuesday afternoon for the purpose of taking 
a vapor bath, but complained of feeling il! 
and asked to be allowed to Me down. He was 
called twice, but said he was tired and was 
allowed to sleep. Later in the day he was 
found dead. Dr. Warren H. Hunter, cor- 
oner’s physician, testified at the inquest that 
death was due to organic heart disease, acute 
gastritis, cirrhosis of the liver, and acute 
nephritis. There were no marks of violence 
on the body. 

Mr. Healy, who ig said to have been unwell 
for some time, told Mrs. Emma Marhultk, 
keeper of the bathhouse, that he was staying 
at the Palmer house. He first went to sleep 
and was called at 11 o'clock Tuesday night. 
He was awakened again at 6 in the morning, 
and he was found dead shortly after 9 o'clock. 

The dead man was 44 years of age and un- 
married. ‘He was a member of a prominent 
family of Elgin and a graduate of Heidelberg 
university. He began the practice of law in 
Elgin in 1888, and in 1003 was elected judge 
of the city court. He was frequently called 
to sit in the Circuit and Superior courts of 
Cook county and was well known in Chicago. 

After the inquest, when a jury returned @ 
verdict to the effect that Mr. Healy died 
of natural causes, the body was turned ever 
to relatives. He leaves a brother and sister, 
Walter E. Healy and Miss Jennie Healy. 


JAPANESE SUES FOR DAMAGE 
IN “SAN FRANCISCO RIOT.” 


Action Filed Against City and County 
“by Keeper of Wrecked Bathhouse— 
Grievance Story Refuted. 


San Francisto, July 3.—Suit against the 
city and county of San Francisco was filed 
this afternoon in the Superior court for the 
recovery of $2,576, for damages said to have 
been sustained by the proprietor of the 
Horseshoe restaurant and a Japanese bath- 
house at Eighth and Folsom streets on May 
23, when a row caused by an attack by labor 
union men.on two nonunion men, who were 
eating in the restaurant, resulted in the 
fronts of the two places being smashed by 
stones and clubs.

‘SOON TO TESTIFY. 


Haywood Defense Practically 
Ended Except for His and 
; Moyer’s Stories. 


Counsel for Both Sides Announce 
‘Intention to. Attack Re- 
citals on Stand.

Boise, Idaho, July 38.—[Special.]—The de- 
fense in the Haywood trial practically com- 
pleted its case today, with the exception of 
the testimony of Moyer and Haywood. Moyer 
probably will be called to the stand on Friday, 
although there may be some delay over mo- 
tions to strike out parts of testimony which 
have been introduced. ’ 

Just before adjournment today Judge Wood 
directed the state to have its witnesses ready 
to begin rebuttal on Monday morning. Mr. 
Hawley said, in reply, that the prosecution 
desired to have these motions to strike out 
disposed of before summoning its rebuttal 
witnesses, so as to avoid bringing men here 
to rebut testimony which might stricken 
out. To that Darrow added that the defense 
also wauld offer some motions to strike out. 
There is likely to be considerable argument 
on these motions, and this, coupled with the 
time it will take to finish the examination of 
Moyer and Haywood, probably will prevent 
the opening of rebuttal as early as Judge 
Wood anticipated in his direction as to wit- 
nesses. But it now seems that the case will 
be concluded next week, so far as the taking 
of testimony is concerned, so that a verdict 


or 20. . 
Evidence Covers Wide Field. 


The evidence brough out by Darrow and 
Richardson today was of the same scattering 
kind as that of the last two or three days. 
It began with Frank Clifford, a man who 
once had a desk in Pettibone's store, and told 
of things he saw and heard and did not see or 
hear during that time. It concluded with the 
story of Henry Mack, the Telluride miner 
who was handcuffed to a telegraph pole in 
the labor war at that camp. 


It covered principally the Cripple Creek | 


and Telluride strike situations, but branched 
off for a few moments to supply further con- 
tradictions of points in Orchard’s story. 

Three women from Victor testified along 
that line, and Dave Coates, the socialist labor 
lieutenant governor of Colorado, gave his 
version of the plot to kidnap Gus Paulson's 
children in Wallace, saying that it was Orch- 
ard, and not himself, who suggested the 
scheme. 

There also was Pat Moran, the Cheyenne 
saloonkeeper, whom Orchard said he sent to 
Denver to get money from Pettibone for him 
at the beginning of the flight after the Inde- 
pendence depot murders. 


Knew Orchard as “Shorty.” 


Moran told a straight enough story in ar- 
swer to Darrow’s questiong and said em- 
phatically that he did not go to Denver for 
Orchard or anybody else on such a misgion 
as Orchard had described. He told of meet- 
ing Neville and a man called Shorty in 
his saloon in Cheyenne about the middie of 
June, 1904. 

Bill Davis came along and was with Pat 
for three or four days. Davis knew Shorty 
and talked with him, but did not address 
him by any name except that. Moran said 
that Shorty was Orchard, but that never 
during the time Orchard was in his saloon 
or at a fishing camp where he subsequently 
saw him did Neville or Davis speak to him 
as Hogan or Orchard. It was just Shorty.“ 

Moran had worked for Pettibone in the late 
'90s as an agent for wringers and novelties. 
The Denver story he described as a pipe 
dream,“ he never having seen Orchard after 
leaving him at the fishing camp until he saw 
him in Borah’s office here. 


Heard Orchard Talk Insurance. 


Clifford, the witness who had a desk in 
Pettibone’s store, said he never saw any- 
thing going on there except the regular busi- 
ness. Pettibone introduced Orchard to him 
as Tom Hogan, and afterward, when Clif- 
ford had been told that Orchard was his 
name, Pettibone admitted it. 

Orchard talked about the good money there 
was in hail ineurance, and Pettibone cashed 
a check for him which Clifford understood 
to be insurance money. Orchard once talked 
of going to Alaska. That was ali of Clif- 
ford. 

Then followed a man named Barnes, not 
Owney, who has dropped out of sight with- 
out taking the stand to contradict Orchard. 

Barnes told of seeing Moyer and Orchard 
arrive at Telluride. He could not see their 
firearms. 

He said that that evening Orchard came 
to the rooming house where he lived with 
Riddle, who was more than a chum of him, 
and was in private conversation with the 
detective for a long time. He never knew 
what it was about and did not see Orchard 
again until the trial. 


Orchard Proposed Kidnaping. 

Dave Coates said that when Orchard pro- 
posed the kidnaping of the Paulson children 
and he realized Orchard was in earnest he 
replied: ‘‘ You're a fool to talk that way, 
and I'd be a bigger fool to go in with you. 
If you do that I'll denounce you.” Afterward 
he did dicker with Orchard about selling 
mining stock at Los Afgeles. 

Three women witnesses followed. One 
told of seeing Orchard and Scott and Ster- 
ling, the detectives, together in the Cripple 
Creek district about the train wrecking time. 
The second told of the looting of the Ana- 
conda union store. The third was a rooming 
house keeper from Cripple Creek, who said 
that she had been directed by the owner of 
the house she kept to join the Citizens’ alll- 
ance or get out. She N, and was forced 
to give up her house.

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ING I8 SAID TO BE SAFE. 


Woman's Structure at La Salle and 
Monroe Streets Settles at an Early 
Hour ot the Morning—Stones in 
Wall Crack and Brick on One of 
the Top Cornices Falls to Pave- 
ment Below, Narrowly Missing 
Passing Pedestrians. 


Throughout the many offices of the Temple 
building, La Salle and Monroe streets, and 
especially those on the south and southeast 
parts of the structure, a feeling of nervous- 
ness prevailed yesterday, caused by the set- 
tling of the building, which was sufficient 
to crack several of the heavy stones, open 
up joints enough to throw window case- 
ments out of plumb, and to dislodge a brick 
in one of the top cornices. 

The settlement of the foundation, which 
was said to be caused by the construction 
of the foundations of the Corn Exchange 
National Bank building in process of con- 
struction immediately to the south of the 
Temple, occurred about 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Elevator operators, who had arrived 
early in the building, said that the snapping 
of the large stones could be distinctly heard 
when the south part settled, and a panic was 
probably averted only from the fact that but 
few of the tenants and employés in the bulld- 
ing had arrived at that early hour. 


Brick Hurls Through Air. 


A brick which: had become dislodged from 
an upper cornice hurled through the air and 
crashed upon the pavement, narrowly miss- 
ing pedestrians in La Salle street. The po- 
lice department was informed and a detail of 
officers was immediately sent to keep peopl- 
back from the walle of the building until 
a barricade could be erected and the condi- 
tion and safety of the structure examined. 
It wae estimated that the south part of the 
building had settled over an inch. 


Building Perfectly Safe. 

Building Commissioner Joseph Downey, 
who made an examination of the condition of 
the building, said: 

The building is perfectly safe and there 
lu no danger unless it should settle further. 
Investigation showed that it had settled only 
about an inch and as it is a steel structure 
the effect of the settling was only to loosen 
the terra cotta shell. The damage done to 
the building up to the present time will 
amount to less than 65,000.“ 

A. S. Clark, manager of the building, said: 
“The cracks and fissures in the building are 
caused by the natural settling occasioned by 
the construction of the basement and cais- 
sons next door. We donot attach any impor- 
tance to the defects in the structure, so far as 
any future danger to occupants is con- 
cerned.“ 

D. H. Burnham and a number of experts 
went over the building in the afternoon and 
declared it perfectly safe. 


BIG BROKERAGE FIRM FAILS. 


R. M. Weaver & Co. of Pittsburg, Pa., 
with Branches in Many States, in 
Financial Straits. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 3.—[{Special.)—R. M. 
Weaver & Co., one of the best known firms 
of stock and grain brokers throughout the 
country, failed to open the doors of their 
offices this morning. Simultaneously a num- 
ber of their branch offices were closed, those 
which continued open are expected to re- 
main closed after today. 

While there have been rumors of financial 
troubles for several days, still the failure 
came as @ surprise. R. M. Weaver, head of 
the firm, is not in the city. No one seems to 
know where he is. His manager also is 
missing. 

The Weaver firm operated in Allegheny, 
McKeesport, McDonald, Scranton, Wilkes- 
barre, Reading, Apollo, Butler, Uniontown, 
Leechburg, and Philadelphia, this state; To- 
ledo, Youngstown, Columbus, and Dayton, 
O.; Detroit and sevgral smaller cities in Mich- 
igan; Atlantic City, Jersey City, N. J., and 
Boston, Mass. It opérated one of the most 
extensive systems in the country and had 
clients practically in every state.

to Gifford, he signed a contract 
with ith the Elliott-Mo company last Sep- 
tember by which he agreed to pay 5 per cent 
of his annual salary as a commission upon 
securing a position. He left a deposit of §2, 
which the company, he asserts, agreed to re- 
turn, provided employment was not found for 
him within a month. On Jan. 2 Gifford se- 
cured employment as a bookkeeper at Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. 

Pays Once, Dunned Again. 

Three days after he started to work, he 
asserts, agents for the employment con- 
cern began to make visits to him, demanding 
money. Gifford stood them off for a week, 
but finally, he says, paid 622.50, which rep- 
resented $2.20 more than the 5 per cent com- 
mission. 

“I thought the matter was settled,” sald 
Gifford, until I received a call to go to’ 
the office of the agency a month later. 
There a copy of @ contract was shown me 
calling for $29.50, which I was told I had 
signed. When I denied the fact and at- 
tempted to leave the place I found the door 
barred and two men intercepting my prog- 
ress.” 

Gifford, according to hie story, pushed the 
men aside and walked out. The following 
day garnishment proceedings were insti- 
tuted against him. 

Succeeding in having these dismissed, Gif- 
ford next found himself defendant in a suit 
brought by the employment agency for the 
$29.50 commission. In the bill of particulars 
filed in the case it was asserted that the 
company held a note signed by Gifford for 
that amount. 

Bothered with Continuances. 

He endeavored to have the case brought to 
trial, but met obstacles in the way of con- 
tinuances. These have been going on, he de- 
clares, for several weeks on one pretext or 
another. 

Meanwhile, Gifford resigned his position 
with Sears, Roebuck & Co. and secured an- 
other with an iron concern on the south side. 
He also changed his address, hoping to es- 
cape the pursuing tactics of the employment 
agency.

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than other women get married, and more of 
them remain at work until late middle life 
than is true of any other sedentary employ- 
ment. 


Big Stores Hurt the Business. ' 
Apparently the dressmaking woman fe in- 
creasing in this country on an average of 
about 5,000 every year. This is not as large 
a ratio of increase as might have been ex- 


pected. The managers of large dry goods 
stores have told me that there is a distinct 
toadency among women nowadays to go to 
théee establishments in preference to the 
humbler private dressmaker. 

The workers for the big stores are gener- 
ally classed as sewing women and not as 
dresemakers. Their numbers increase almost 
exactly in proportion to the increase of pop- 
ulation, but the woman of fashion seems to 
be going more and more to the large estab- 
lishment. 

The reason for thie is mot so hard to dis- 
cover. The big stores are organized on a 
basis which.enables them to give the max- 
imum amount of work at the minimum of 
price. They buy “materials and findings in 
large quantities and are enabled to dispose 
of them to their customers on a basis of profit 
which would be impossible to the private 
dreasmeker. They have facilities for crowd- 
ing the work, and are much more reliable 
in the matter of time than the average indi- 
vidual woman. 

The dressmaker is not being driven out of 
business by any manner of meane, but she 
is not growing as rapidly as one would ex- 
pect from the increase in the population and 
wealth of the country. 


Negro Women Get Into Work, 


It is worth while noticing, however, that 
there has been an extraordi increase in 
the number of colored women who have taken 
up dressmaking as a means of employment. 
Whether this comes from an increase in the 
wealth of thelr own race or whether the 
negroes are developing a genius for tailoring 
remains to be seen, but it is nevertheless a 
fact that while in 1890 only 7,548 negro women 
were put down as dressmakers there were in 
1900 12,478 dreesmakers of negro blood. 

I have previously called attention to the 
fact that there are today in the single city 
of Chicago upwards of 15,000 dressmakers., 
The figures reported at the time of the last 
census, just seven years ago, were 12,769. 
Taking this as a basis; it is interesting to 
learn that the dressmaker as a rule lives at 
home, or with her employer, and is seldom a 
boarder or a transient. 

Out of the total number employed in Chi- 
cago it was found, for instance, that of 9,017 
single women employed as dressmakers all 
but 2,015 were living at home, either as the 
heads of their families or with their imme- 
diate relatives. 


Has Fewer Temptations. 


Of the remainder a large percentage were 
living in the homes of their employers, and 
it seems to be a fact that the woman dress- 
maker is apt to be much more sheltered from 
the temptations of city life than the shop girl, 
the school teacher, the stenographer, or the 
office employé. 

Statistics which were gathered from a num- 
ber of selected cities showed that about 88 
per cent of the dressmakers were either

War department has in contemplation the 
issuance of an order calling Col. Charles Gd. 
Ayres before a board of inquiry with a view 
of determining whether he should be retired 
from the service on account of physical dis- 
ability.

Snow's crop report for July makes the 
corn acreage 97,911,000 acres, against 95,- 
872,000 last year. Area is increased in all 
states of importance, but is particularly 


heavy in Ohio valley and in southwest 


where abandoned wheat and oats flelds are 
planted to corn. The average condition is 
85.2, against last year and a July average 
for five years of 87. The season for planting 
and early growth was unfavorably because 
of cold, backward spring, and the present 
relatively low condition is entirely a re- 
flection of discouragement because of back- 
wardness of growth. Nothing has occurred 
to inherently damage the vigor of the plant. 
The present condition might be taken as 
promising a crop of about 2,850,000,000 bu, 
but should July and August prove favorable 
a crop in excess of 3,000,000,000 bu is easily 
possible. Winter wheat condition is. 74.6, 
against 72.2 on June 1. The crop has lost 
promise in a few districts, and gained in 
others, and still promises about 350,000,000 
bu. In the southwest: harvest indications 
favor a crop of 50,000,000 bu in Kansas, 32,- 
000,000 in. Missouri, 5,000,000 in Oklahoma, 
and 2,000,000 in Texas, or 89,000,000 bu, 
against 153,000,000 bu last year. Spring wheat 
conditions improved slightly during June, 
standing now at 87.1, against 86.5 a month 
ago. There is scattered complaint of insect 
and weather injury, but nothing to indicate 
any generally unfavorable situation, other 
than lateness. Present conditions indicate 
a crop possibly of about 255,00,000 bu, making 
a total wheat prospect of 605,000,000 bu, 
against 776,000,000 bu last year. Oats con- 
dition is but slightly changed during the 
month, standing now at 80.8, against 81.3 
June 1. On the usual basis of figuring this 
indicates a crop of about 850,000,000, against 
930,000,000 bu last year. 


Oats reports from all sections were, with 
few exceptions, bullish in the extreme. There 
were a few scattered reports from this state, 
particularly from around Kankakee, which 
said crops were doing as well as in the last 
few years. The great majority of the mes- 
sages from this state, Indiana, and Iowa 
were that oats were backward, and that, 
contrary to expectations, were making no 
progress. Cash houses in particular had any 
number of reports saying that the crop was 
unsatisfactory. Foosland, this state, wired 
that oats were going back rapidly. A Cham- 
paign county correspondent of a local house 
wired that oats and corn in that section would 
not make more than 70 per cent of a crop. 
One of the most sensational reports came to 
Shearson-Hammill from a reliable person at 
Fairchild, Wis., and was especially interest- 
ing, as the claims of bugs have been numer- 
ous all through Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
South Dakota. It real: “I have just ex- 
amined a large field of oats near here which 
last week looked splendid. It is now covered 
with millions of ‘ green bugs,’ and the whole 
field is turning brown. The field is ruined. 
Similar complaints are coming in from farm- 
ers all over this vicinity. It looks as if there 
would be few oats thie year.“ 


The Northwestern Miller's weekly sum- 
mary as received by Logan-Bryan read: 
The Minneapolis flour output last week de- 
creased 60,205 bris. The quantity of flour 
turned out was 224,055 bris, against 190,390 
‘In 1906. The output of late has been larger 
than last year. All the mills will be idle 
throughout Thursday, and some of those now 
in operation may not start until the follow- 
ing Monday. Sales of flour by Minneapolis 
mills were as a rule less than the quantity 
made. Shipping directions came in only ata 
moderate rate. Conditions have been com- 
paratively favorable for growing wheat dur- 
ing the week. The weat has beeh bright 
and wheat has made progress. At the 
same time the fact is that seeding was two to 
three weeks late, and this is to its disadvan- 
tage. The Red River valley in the north is 
in prime condition. In western North Da- 
kota the crop seems a little spotted, the plant 
in places being thin on the ground and weedy. 
In brief, the northwest crop is not overprom- 
ising; a crop ofdair proportions is about the 
best that can be looked for.“ 

George M. Le Count, Finley, Barrell & 
Co.’s crop expert, wired from Bradley, S. D.: 
“TI find the wheat in the worst condition of 
any place in the state that I have seen. 


There is the genuine Oklahoma green bug 
in many fields, but. not in sufficient numbers 
to show damage, and I do not look for much 

of any damage from that: cause, but the 
wheat ie rusting badly. As yet it is just red 

rust, but I never saw red rust start in on 
the wheat when the plant was so small. 

There are many fields that are becoming 
yellow, and in the worst fields the lower leaves 
aredead. Asa general thing red rust does lit- 
tle damage, but I think it will do considera- 
ble damage here this season. Some farmers 
claim to have black rust, but I have not seen 

any, and do not think there is any here, as 

I belleve the plants too small for the black 
rust. Some of the wheat fields are jointing; 

but the most of them are just getting ready 
to joint. The crop is from three weeks to a 
month late.“ 


Valentine and Champlin brokers were the 
big sellers of wheat on the initial advance. 
The early buying was headed by Bartlett- 
Frazier, Clement-Curtis, Northern Grain, and 
Dickinson. Later sales by Bartlett-Frazier, 
Lake, Skillen, Wrenn, Rankin, and Chapin 
helped the decline. Near the close there was 
good buying credited to Patten. Comstock 
and Woodbury were early buyers of corn. 
Later there was good buying by Logan- 
Bryan and Sterling. Bartlett-Frazier bought 
a little December. Crighton, Roégenbaum 
Bros., Nye-Jenks and other receivers sold 
September at the start. Cudahy sold May, 
and some of the local longs, including Pringle, 
took profits. Friedman, Pringle, Clement- 
Curtis, Farnum, and Marfield bought oats. 
There was considerable stuff for sale for out- 
side account also on the early bulge. Steri- 
ing, Buckley, and W. P. Anderson were on 
the selling side. Morrell and other of the 
smaller packers were the best sellers of lard. 
Cudahy Packing company bought ribs 

Cash wheat was dull, and there was but 
little inquiry. for round lots. Prices were rel - 
atively steady. Offerings of new wheat were 
liberal, but several of the local cash houses 
are not buying. The Kansas City market was 
irregular, with a lower tendency. Minne- 
apolis quoted cash stuff steady, with a fair 
demand from the millers and elevator inter- 
ests. The seaboard reported a better igquiry 
for Manitoba wheat, and said that the tone 
of private cables was strong. Dulth re- 
ported the sale of five loads. Cash corn here 
was steady to Me higher, with a moderate de- 
mand. Acceptances were light, and there 
seems to be a general belief that receipts 
will run light for the next few weeks. Oats 
were unchanged to e higher, with a fair 
inquiry. Local sales were 35,000 bt wheat, 
865,000 bu corn, and 250,000 bu oats. The 
seaboard reported sales of 920,000 bu wheat 
and 84,000 bu corn. 


Foreign news developments, coupled with 
the strength displayed in ail markets, both in 
the united kingdom and the continent, in- 
dicated that the foreigners are wakening to 
the serious aspect of the situation. France 
will have to import wheat in large quanti- 
ties this c ng year, according to private 
cables. Stocks there are low, and the crops 
are deteriorating badly. Germany sent 
Claims of rust and wet weather, and a cable 
from Ross T. Smythe & Co., Liverpool, to 
Hately said that crop conditions in the united 
kingdom were deplorable,
